The College a: Winchester has a curriculum equal to th se of 
th» famed Mal+ Colleges and Universities of the land. Lhe 
other has a national reputation; ind it wou'd be diffieult to de- 
termine which of the two ix the bet’er or the superior. The Bap- 
tists are nlso well equipped with Male Collezes and Universities 
and equal to those of o: her demominations in every material par- 
ticular. 

It might be well enougi: to turn to Missippippi Baptists 
an‘ note their opp »rtuniti»s for an Edu:aticn in their own ja- 
risdiction. The question may beasked 9) a Miasiasi pi Bap- 
tist if we are able in this State to . ompete with uther denomina- 
tions here in educational thoroughness. We answer affirma' ive- 
ly and add that if you have a boy ready for College, be sure to 
send him to Mississippi College, and we assign the foll wing 
reasons: :
